MET DEATH ON DUTY. 

V««v of Clovolnnd'a Life Savlnc Crow 
Drowned In the Lnkn. 

Clbviland, May 18.— Shortly after 
noon yesterday Captain Stanley Flan- 
nigan, and Michael Leblonde, of this 

city wore going down the river in a row 
boat whiclj they used for iieddling milk 
along the docks. W hen near the 
month of the stream one of Letlonde's 
oars broke ami thi'y were carried into 
the lake with desiructi(jii before them. 

The lifesaving crew of seven men 
planned the lifeboat and pulled away 
toward the east pier of the breakwater 
toward whi(!h point the boat, cont^tin- 
Ing Flannigau and Leblonde, had drift-, 
ed. When the lifesavers were well out 
of the mouth of the river an oar broke 
and in an instant the corklike vessel 
Bwuug about to toss upon the angry 
waves. The men in the lifeboat wenj 
totally helpless and before a.ssi.stance of 
any kind could be remlered, their i)oat 
was overturned and all the men were 
thrown into the water. Throe of theiu 
were rescueil. butChr- ter Simon-;. .lohu 
Johnston, Nicholas Servian and Albert 
Oorriar were d rowned. 

SCHOONER FOUNDF-R'D. 

Three Out •>( a Crew of Sevt-ii Mi'ii 
Drowned uii«i Two Ilntlly Iiijiirnil. 

Ashtabula, 0.,May 18.-r-The schooner 
Pelican foundered off the piers her. 
Three of her crew of seven men were 
drowned and two of those rescued were 
badly injured. The Unt are: Peter 
Nelson, iirst mate: Jolm Erickson, sail- 
or; and John E. iCiiight, sailor, all of 
Cleveland. The steamer Ketclium and 
the Pelican with ore from Esi'analia ar- 
rived otf this port in the atiernoon but 
oa aooount of the gale and heavy sea 
remained at anchor outside rather than 
riak entering the piers in the night. 
' The hatches of the Pelican became 
looeened and the water began to pear 
into her bold. 8he maile signals of dis- 
tress and tlie tug Sunol went to her as- 
eistance. Only one mafi was gotten oil 
before »he went down, but thiee more 
were afterwards picked up. The otber 
three were drowned before aid could 
reach them. Captain (ireyhad his right 
hand badly crushed and Captain EHli- 
ott. one of t|i9 rescuers, had an arm 
badlT hnrt.

It is lmpossi- 
ble to estimate the damage done to 
property, but it probably is not less 
than $500,000. The damage to the Jar- 
eoki Mannfaoturing company's plant is 
pUced at 1100,000. Seores of .hooaes 
were washed away, but Bo fatality is 
reported siBoa that of tha boyHeber- 
leya. Railroad bridses and culverts are 
washed away on all sides of Erie. All 
trains are canceled on the Erie and 
Pittsburg and Philadelphia and Erie. 

TraBe Completely Snipeuded. 

Cleveland, May 18.— Railroad traffic 
is completely suspended from the ef- 
fects of the flood. The water has in- 
undated tbe tracks of every eastbound 
road so that business is at a standstill. 
The Lake Shore, Nickel Plate and Erie 
are blockaded. Passenger and fraight 
trains are side-tracked where they were 
caught, and are unable to move. Bosi* 
ness is at a standstill and with no hopes 
of being better until the fatal stops. 
Many miles of track are under water, 
while the culverts are full to the brim, 
and in many jtlaoee gone. Engines are 
standing on uridges where the waters 
are rising, in otiu to prevent tha flood 
from earning tham awa y. 

Hlicb«*t in It« UUtury. 

Meadville, Pa., May 18.— This city 
is undergoing the most complete inun- 
dation in it* history. Business is prac- 
tically suspended. There are 8ev(;rai 
feet of water in the New York, Penn- 
sylvania and Ohio depot and the train 
service has been abandoned. Residents 
of Vallcnia, Company Island and the 
lower part of the city were taken from 
their homes in boats.

THE SOUTHERN FLOODS. 



DiMio«raalac Mows Oomms Vraas Affknn- 
Mui and Looielnna. 

Memphis, May 18.— The news from 
the overflowed districts in Arkaosaa 
and Ldnisiana are of the most discour- 
aging character. Specials to The Com- 
mercial from points on the west side of 
the river below Memphis report a dis- 
treKFing condition of affairs. The water 
which bas been flowing around the 
head of the leveee system above Osceo- 
la, Ark. , has inundated the St. Francis 
basin, the farmers being compelled to 
abandon aU hapa of isasiBg a^ cotton 
crop. 

Almost every foot of land in Chiecot 
county area, 200 miles below. Memphis 
has been flooded by the water from the 
Lakeport, Brooks Mill and Grand Lake 
crevasses. The Ghrand Lake crevasse is 
ftOO feet wide and stOl caving rapidly. 
The water from the crevasse is flooding 
the nbrthern portion of Louisiana and 
ismiitUnsits w^y across the swamps 
into the Ked river country. Bed river 
is thready very high and a disastrous 
overflow in that section is regarded as 
certain. 

The river at Memphis has begnn fall- 
ing. Tbe gauge showed )i5.1 feet above 
low water, a fall of ode inch in 24 
hours. The heavy rains in the C)hio 
valley and on the upper Mississippi and 
Missouri have created considerable ap- 
prehension, as it is feared that the fall 
hero win ba chaokod and the zivar go 
bitcher.

Sauanac Lakk, N. Y., May 18.— One 
of the feats &f strengtli pi-rformed by 
Bloudiu, the strong man traveling with 
Cole's circus, which has been giving ex 
hibitions in this section, was tho hold- 
ing together of two large horses that 
attendants endeavored to lead in oppo 
site directions. 

In this act at Lake IMacid the horsei 
used had been lately lauchased and 
were never before in the ring. They 
became frightened and reared ami 
plunged and Blondin in his efforts ti 
liold them ruptured blood vessels of th( 
liead and chest. He fainted from loss ol 
blood and soon after he waa carried 
from the ring he died.

City of Mkxi( (\ May 18.— Eighty 
five kilometers of tlu- .>an Marcos and 
Nautla railroad, which is to run from 
San Marcos to Barra de Nautla on the 
Gulf of Mexico, midway between th( 
ports of Tuxpan and vera Cruz, havt 
been completed, and a force of men are 
at work constructing the line, Tlu 
road will pass through a very rich por 
tion of the Huasteca country. The lirsl 
terminal station of tho line will be 
Tezuitlan, thence the road will descend 
the Sierras through a fine coffee-grow 
ing region vi» ^li.^antla and Papantla 
to the coast, and will be the shortest 
line from the city to the seaboard.

STARTL NQ_ CONFESSION., 

An Anarsbls* riot Against the Mew York 

I'll) loe. 

Nlw York. May 18.— An anarchist 
plot to repeat the Haymarket slaugliter 
of Ciiicago at the big anarchist mei-ting 
in L'nion scjuare on the night of May 'i. 
lbt)2, was divulged by Anarchist Otto 
Eckholdtin Justice Schumackei's O00rt> 
room in Middlevillage, L. I. 

Eckhddt is one of a gang of anarch, 
ists recently discovered in Maspeth. He 
was arrested several weeks ago un the 
charge of setting fire to E. V. Crandall'e 
whiting factory in that place, where the 
anarchists are empfoyed and where, 
Bubsr-quent developments showed, they 
spent all their spare time manufactur- 
ing dynamite bombs from odds and ends 
of pipe, with whioh thafaetcryia planti- 
fully supplied. 

With a view to shielding himself. 
Eckholdt made a confession, in wliich 
he said that he had seen anarchiMt.-- 
manufactur.ng dynamite bombs in tin 
factory. .After Lckholdt's confession a 
search was made through the factory. 
Two loaded bombs were toutul uikIi r 
the floor and a tin box containing abo.it 
25 pounds of dynamite was taken fr(Jiii 
ft secret recess umler the floor of the en 
ginerot)m by Eckholdt. who had been 
taken there by the polii'e to aid in tht 
search. 

In Jus tt stimony Eckholdt swore thc.\ 
this dynamite was manufactured by 
Kupi'recht. He said lie had watched 
him while at work and had accompan- 
ied him outsid.i to aid in testing the e.t- 
plosive. Hupprecht, he said, made the 
bombs, and tlie witness had often seen 
him till them. I'^ulminate of marourv 
caps were us.'d ,ns detonators. 

Eckholdt was uiialiie to t 11 how 
many bowib-' had been maiinfacturcd 
there, but about a year ago, ho .said, 
when tln re was a 1 ig meeting of red.- 
iii I nion square. ^IaHl'etll niiarchisti' 
Btti nded in a bo<ly, and all went to ib 
terrilile work in case tle> police attempt- 
ed to interfere with the meeting. Ec«t- 
lioM Haiil that Rupiirecht carrieil a 
Hachcl full of bombs and that he (Lck- 
hold) li.id one in each of the two side 
pockets of liis 'Overcoat. These had 
t)ei II ;,'iven liiiii by Kupprt clit. The_\ 
were juiiiii d at both eiKls and ready t\T 
instant use. 

t)ne of the bombs Hupprecht carrie.! 
in his satchel, Eckholdt said, was made 
of a big jdece of sleampipe about a? 
loiiK as a man's fur' arm. 'I'ln n tliere 
was one maili' troui an elbow ami oi,e 
from a (liece of T pipe. Any one of 
tiie.se wt re powi'rful enough to have 
killed a lliMUs.nid jieople. Eckholdt did 
not know why tlie signal to throv.- 
bombs w.iH lint given. After the meet- 
ing was over the Maspeth anarchist.- 
adjourned to a saloon near I'nion 
siiuare, wliere tbe ailair.s of the night 
were discussed. 

Charles ^^ayres. a driver employed at 
the works, corroborated EckholiltV 
story about the Uip to New York and 
dynamite, Sayri s .saul he was not "n 
anan nist, and attended the meeliiiLcat 
I'nion sijuare because the other in.'n 
employed about tho W(jrks did, and also 
because lie had received hints that 
something would happen there. After 
tho meeting he went with the others to 
the saloon near Cnion sfiuare, where 
Ruppiecht. in a burst of bravado, 
opened tiiis satclu 1 and displayed the 
bombs. When asked what they were 
to be used for, .Sayres said Rupprecht 
rejilied: "Wliy, to blow up the cops if 
tl:ey had interfered with our meetipg. 
We would have opened hell under their 
feet if they had interfered with us."
